If a pendulum is struck a light 


blow at the end ot a swing in one 
given direction the height of the 
swings in each direction are max- 
imum tor the strength of the ap- 
plied Corce and the air friction 
resistance present. It is the length 
of the cord which supports the 
weight that determines the nat- 
ural frequency of the swings 
(number of times it makes a 
com- 


plete swing each second). When 
the force Is applied to the weight 
In this regular manner It is ap- 
plied once for each swing, and the 
frequency of application equals 
the frequency of swings. The two 
frequencies being equal, the force 
is applied In step or "in tune" 
with the natural frequency ot the 
pendulum system. Altering the 
length of the supporting cord al- 
ters the natural frequency of 
swing, and by adjusting it so that 
this natural frequency is the same 
as that of the applied force is 
called "tuning" the system to 
resonance. 
The electrical length of an elec- 
trical circuit is varied by alter- 
ing its capacity and inductance— 
that Is. by altering the capacity 
of a condenser and the inductance 
of a coil, for example. The nat- 
ural frequency of alternating cur- 
rent which will be created in such 
a circuit when struck •• elec- 
trical blow then depends upon 
its capacity and inductance. If 
the electrical blows are struck at 
a certain rate or frequency, the 
circuit may be so adjusted as to 
have a natural frequency in tune 
with the applied force. The elec- 
trical force applied is, of course, 
the electromotive force furnished

by a generator, for example. When, 
this condition of resonance pre- 
vails, the current alternating in 
the circuit will be maximum for 
the strength of applied electromo- 
tive force and actual obmlc re- 
sistance. There w^ll be no effec- 
tive resistance, due to reactance, 
because when resonance occurs 
the capacitive reactance equals 
the effect of the inductive react- 
ance. The two reactances having 
opposite effects in a circuit the 
net reactance is then zero. 
In any circuit, therefore, if an 
alternating electromotive, force is 
applied, the resulting current will 
be maximum, when the natural 
frequency of the circuit is the 
eanie as the frequency df the al- 
ternating E. M. F. Thatiis, when 
the two are in resonance. The 
actual value of the current Uien 
depends only upon actual resist- 
ance and applied E. M. P., and re- 
actance or effective resistance is 
nil. 
In order to obtain this con- 


dition it is only necessary to altar 
the capacity of the condenser or 
the inductance of the coil, bearing 
in mind that the natural circuit 
frequency increases with a de- 
crease of either or both, and vice 
versa. 
Inductive reactance in- 
creases with an increase of In- 
ductance, and vice versa, while 
capacitive reactance decreases 
with an increase of capacity, and 
vice versa. As has beeu said, when 
the capacity and inductance are 
so adjusted that the natural fre- 
quency of the circuit is ,ln reso- 
nance with the frequency of ap- 
plied E. M. F., these reactances 
are equal and their effects cancel 
each other.

TUNING ONE CIRCUIT TO ANOTHER. 


If there Is an alternating cur- 


rent of a given frequency flowing 
In one circuit and another circuit 
containing 
capacity and Induc- 


tance Is placed nearby, there will 
be alternating current created In 
the second circuit. As a matter 
ot fact, this current In the sec- 
ondary circuit will be composed 
of two currents of two frequen- 
cies. One frequency Is that ot the 
alternating current flowing in 
the primary circuit, while the 
other Is the natural frequency of 
the secondary circuit. If these 
two frequencies do not coincide 
the secondary circuit Is out of 
resonance or out of tune with the 
primary, and the two currents 
add and subtract to produce a 
current which is not as great as 
It might be. If, by adjusting the 
natural frequency of the second- 
ary circuit to coincide with that 
of the primary current the two 
circuits are put in tune, the sec- 
ondary current will be a maxi- 
mum. 
Maximum current flows in 


a secondary circuit when it Is In 
resonance with the primary. This 
is because the two currents are 
of the same frequency In the sec- 
ondary circuit and always add to- 
gether. 


The ahove considerations hold 


particularly when the alternat- 
ing current in the primary cir- 
cuit gradually dies out or is 
"damped." If it does not die out, 
but Is continuous in its alterna- 


tions, very little It any current 
will flow In a secondary circuit 
unless its natural frequency l« 
the same as the current In the 
primary. There Is, then, some ad- 
vantage In having continuous al- 
ternations of current in the pri- 
mary circuit. If It Is desired to 
have a critical resonance adjust- 
ment In the secondary. 


In any case, when It Is desired 


to tune one circuit to another !t 
U only necessary to adjust the 
capacity and inductance (conden- 
ser and coll of wire) of the sec- 
ondary circuit until Its total re- 
actance Is zero for the frequency 
of current flowing In the'primary 
circuit. The natural frequency of 
the secondary circuit is then co- 
incident with the frequency of th* 
alternating current In the pri- 
mary. An increase of capacity or 
Inductance or both causes a de- 
crease of natural frequency and 
vice versa. Tuning is, then, mere- 
ly a matter of adjusting the ca- 
pacity of a condenser and the In- 
ductance of a coil of wire. Va- 
riable air condensers aremultable 
for capacity variations in receiv- 
ing, and coils of wire with taps 
are suitable for Inductance varia- 
tions. The capacity of a variable 
air condenser increases with the 
area of the interleaving plates 
opposite each other. The Induc- 
tance of a coil increases with the 
number of turns tapped Into the 
circuit.

There has naturally been opposition, 
and yet in geneial tho opinion of citi- 
zens seems to be by a largo majority 
in ita favor. 
Regarding nuch opposition a* there 


may have been expressed, it should 
be said that it ia not improbably the 
result of a lack of thorough under- 
standing of the situation. There are 
many sections in the city, and natur- 
ally the restrictions as to construction 
ot buildings would vary with location 
(surroundings and present 
and pro- 
spective conditions. 
In any zoning: 


plan which would be workable In a 
town no larger than our own there 
•would naturally be a greater degree 
ol flexibility than could be possible 
In a first or second class city, or even 
in a third class city of a population 
like that of Binghamton, for a near- 
example, such flexibility would 
be 


no damage, but 
real advantage to 


every one, and when it is fully formu- 
lated it will doubtless meet with gen- 
eral approval. In any event it must 
be conceded that there is genuino ne- 
cessity for some such plan, 
The Gas House Viaduct. 


"While everybody would be glad to 


hav» a footbridge from Division street 
over the D. & H. tracks and the race- 
way to Neahwa park, there are many 
who see practical 
difficulties in the 
proposition presented by the D. & H. 
company on Wednesday evening to 
the board of public works. There is, 
It is true, much travel by pedestrians 
over the trucks, or at least will be us 
coon as the baseball season opens, 
but there will also be much traffic of 
Automobiles and other vehicles from 
the central portion of the city to this 
line place of summer outing. 
Should 


th« footbridge plan be adopted and 
the crossing closed to vehicular traf- 
fic, *, large number of visitors to the 
park would be inconvenienced by tho 
necessary detour to Neahwa 
place, 


where would be the sole entrance to 
this park, save for pedestrians. Un- 
der iuch circumstanced it appears 
that the board acted wisely in declin- 
ing to accept the viaduct plan and 
voting to go ahead with the bridge at 
grade.
